The hrst way is to increase the income and the second 
way i« to decrcMe the espenwt. 

VVc havr a jfood deal of talk aliotit inrrcasing thi' 
ifRtmii" — ^t-tliiiK more out oi th« land, saviiij; time, im- 
proving soil, ftc. Now let ua study a bit the other thing 
which is diminishing expenses. Here are thrrc points : 

To begin with w«' may go without things. How nun h 
money is spent for things that take our fancy for the mo- 
ment, but which we do not really need ! It is necessary and 
right for every person to have a certain amount of self- 
in<liilv;< ni c, f)Ul, on tin wltol« , tin self-indiilgeiK c hiisi- 
ness is generally overdone. I here are waysoi self-indul- 
gence which do not coat money. And before spending 
^'111 id money we should always ask, "Can I g< t along jltal 
as well without paying out this money just nuwi*" 

In the second place, we can be careful of the things 
we hawe ao as to make them last as long as possible and 
avoid spending money too often for the same thing. 
One man has to buy a new hat every spring and tall, and 
a new cultivator every three years. Another man takes 
care of hhi things and in the course of ten years spends 
less than h ilf wliai liis n( ij,;lil)or dors for hats .md culti- 
vators. One woman uses sugar and butter freely when- 
ever alie has some on hand and so has to go ba<» to the 
grocery store very often. Her nt ighlxir, bv a little hc:id 
work and caretaking, feeds her family just a^i well and 
only uses two-thhrdaaa nrach boHeraad wgar, Mtvtof 
the difference. • 

And the third wayto diminish the high cast of living 
istomake purcliasrs in n asonably large quantities. There 
is oKMre waste when yuu buy hve pounds of butter one 
pouml at a time than when jroa buy five pounds of butter 

at once .\iid llieie is a virrat waste in a person's time, 
when one is running to a store t«ice a day instead of 
planning aliead and only going to the store once a weelc. 
\\'ise people say that when one lives five miles from a 
store there is commonly much better planning, more 
(■cononny in buyingi and on the whole a savhlgol per- 
haps one hlth the expenses for the family.
